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Butz and Unruh petition subjects 


Newly registered students leaving the 
gymnasium last week were confronted with 
more paperwork and decisions before 
finally completing registration. Three 
petition tables, set up at the rear of the 
women’s gym, afforded students an op- 
portunity to support Jess Unruh for 
governor, Otto Butz for SSC president or 
join an lith hour attempt to stop proposed 
increased tuition fees at the state colleges. 

Actually, two petitions were available 
for supporters of Dr. Butz: one student 
initiated, the other faculty organized. Both 
petitions, say their sponsors, are privately 
printed at no expense to the state. 

Organizer of the student petition sup- 
porting Butz, Brent Limbocker, 24, a 
senior psychology major, told the State 
Hornet part of his decision to undertake 
such a program was because of “‘the 
unfair Sacramento Union articles.’’ Lim- 
bocker added that he was impressed by 
Butz’s view of education, that is, that 124 
units doesn’t necessarily equal an 
education because education is more than 
just time spent in classrooms; education 
is getting involved in issues. 

Speaking about involvement, | imbocker 
said about 13 percent of the students 
who were asked to sign the petition just 
didn’t know what was going on. ‘‘This is 
not so much apathy as it is ignorance, 
in that if students were informed about 
the controversy they couidn’t help dut have 
some sort of inteliectual debate with 
themselves that would lead to a commit- 
ment,’’ he said. 

Limbocker reported that about 2,500 
students have signed the petition, or about 
85 per cent of the students approached. 
This, he explained, was ‘‘a vote of con- 


fidence to Dr. Butz’s honest ability to 
administer the affairs of Sacramento State 
College.”’ 

What response does Limbocker antici- 
pate after the petitions are delivered to 
Chancellor Dumke? ‘‘I see three possiMe 
alternatives. First, | am hopeful Dumke 
will accept the petitions for consideration 
in the selection of a president for SSC, 
Second, he may politically doubt the 
validity of the petitions and refuse the 
recommendation, Or, he may flatly ignore 
the petitions.’’ 

The faculty petition, which has been 
circulating among departments at SSC 
during the semester break, was last 
reported to have ‘‘close to 300 
signatures,’? even though many professors 
were absent or in and out of their offices 
during registration week. A source said 
‘very few have refused to sign’’ and 
indicated that the petitions are being 
called in and will be routed to Chancellor 
Dumke and Board of Trustee members. 

In part, the faculty petition states: “We 
have observed him in the position of 
Acting President of Sacramento State 
College and believe him to be exceptionally 
well qualified. He has the confidence 
and support of the overwhelming majority 
of faculty, students and administrators of 
this college. He has initiated innovative 
and relevant programs at all levels of 
campus activity. Of very great impor- 
tance today to the Sacramento community 
and the people of the State of California 
as well as to the faculty and students 
of Sacramento State College is the proven 
fact that Dr. Otto Butz has successfully 
maintained a peaceful academic atmos- 
phere while at the same time meeting the

needs of a wide range of groups on this 
campus. He has also worked hard and 
effectively on the development of improved 
campus-community contacts and under- 
standing.’’ 

Both petitions will be conveyed to the 
trustees of the California State Colleges 


for their Feb. 24 meeting in Los Angeles. 
At this meeting they may name a permanent 
president for Sacramento State College 
as well as for San Jose State College and 
California State College at Long Beach, 
actions which were deferred at their 
January meeting in Sacramento.

Under the erroneous rubric “Complicating Simple ica: “=< ae 


Logic,” Max Rafferty, superintendent of public instruction, 
again insulted the intellect of those in ‘he very field he is 
supposed to represent. He reacted to the suggestion of a 

top Army medical officer in Vietnam, Brig. Gen. David E. 
Thomas, who suggested that GIs be offered a new service: 
organized prostitution. Gen. Thomas said: 

“Tf the military were permitted to run houses of prosti- 
tution as part of the post exchange system, we could cut 
venereal disease down to a very low figure merely by being 
able to supervise the operation, if not all the way, at least 
until the time the soldier goes into the room and from the 
time he comes out.” 

._ Rafferty’s facetious reply: ‘Splendid! And since nar- 
cotics cause major military headaches, too, why not have 
the post exchanges set up a network of opium parlogs in 
Vietnam? .. . just think of the new military ranks this 
enterprise would create: pipe corporals, smoke sergeants, 
pill lieutenants and withdrawal colonels.” 

While it is tempting to argue the merits of legalized 
prostitution, especially in view of the near-epidemic ve- 
nereal disease rate among high school and college students 
right here in Sacramento, that moot point is not in ques- 
tion. 

What we do question is a glaring error that even a be- 
ginning student in argumentation or logic would be quick 
to recognize—-Rafferty is drawing a faulty analogy between 
a normal human function: sex, and an abnormal human 
experience: narcotics. Individuals who follow the recog- 
nized guidelines for argumentation and logic can see that 
the argument falls apart because of the overwhelming dis- 
similarities between sex and narcotics. It is exactly this 
kind of muddled thinking that perpetuates the discord be- 
tween administrators and aware students. 

We respectfully suggest Dr. Rafferty take a course in 
remedial reasoning.

Student clarifies 
position on tenure 


In a commentary appearing under my signature immediately prior 
to semester break, I discussed ce:.ain views which I felt were widely- 
held views by students in the California State Colleges on the issues of 
tenure. Because some of my statements have been misinterpreted | 
feel the following clarification important at this time. 

First, it should be pointed out that the commentary appearing in 
The Hornet was in fact a transcription of remarks I delivered last 
October to the Assembly Sub-committee on Educational Environment 
during its San Francisco probe into the desirability of altering the 
current tenure system. I! sought to persuade the legislators that a 
sound tenure system was in the best interests of the students of the 
state. | readily admitted that some students might have sought an 
end to the tenure system as recently as two years ago. I! pointed out, 
however, that today students were pretty muchunited in their conclusion 
that because of recent threats to Academic Freedom tenure is indeed 
desirable. 

In my commentary I made mention of my feeling that at Sacramento 
State some departments have sought to deny tenure to particularly 
controversial educators because of their political leaning: | continue 
to hold this view, especially with regard to controversies in one par- 
ticular department in 1965 and again in 1966. 

This is not to say, however, that all attempts to deny tenure or 
refusal to renew contracts have been based on the man’s political 
philosophy. Indeed, some departments have sought to preserve the 
integrity of their departments and disciplines through a vigilant and 
active use of their tenure and retention committees. 

This brings to light a situation of much greater importance to 
students than tenure itself: The tenure system must be used effectively. 

. _ It seems to me some departments have come to fear the exercise 
of their responsibilities with regard to tenure and grant tenure almost 
automatically rather than face a confrontation with a group of highly- 
charged students. Indeed, the Academic Council of the School of Arts 
and Sciences has gone so far as to propose automatic tenure with the 
issuance of the first contract. It is reasoned that this is de facto in 
the case already and a mistake should not have been made in the first 
place when the man was hired. 

I view the trend toward avoidance of confrontation with student 
groups by the departments not to be inthe best interests of the students 
or the college. It is absolutely necessary that the faculty lead the way 
t preserve the integrity of their departments and the quality of in- 
struction at the college. 

Student confrontation on the other hand should not be viewed as un- 
desirable, It is important that decisions on personnel matters be able 
to stand up to the cross-examination of students and other interested 
parties: when dealing with people, it is important that we deal with 
them fairly.

June grads must file 
to continue in fall 


Sacramento State College stu- 
dents receiving baccalaureate de- 
gress in June 1970 and there- 
after will be required to file a 
formal application ( a special one 
page form will be used, no fee is 
required) if they wish to continue 
academic work as graduate stu- 
dents in the Fall. 

In the past graduating seniors 
were permitted to continue, as 
graduates, at their discretion with- 
out filing a formal application for 
graduate school. A recent ruling 
by the State College’s General 
Counsel requires the new pro- 
cedure, with the application. 

It is important that seniors who 
will graduate before September and 
who wish to attend Sacramento 
State College next Fall as graduate 
students file an application for ad- 
mission to Graduate School as soon 
as possible, The application filing 
period for graduate students for the 
Fall 1970 semester began January 
2 and will continue until depart- 
mental or college-wide quotas are 
reached, 

Unclassified graduate student 
admissions will be restricted and 
reduced, Graduate applicants eli- 
gible to pursue a Master’s degree 


or credential program will receive 
higtest priority. Admission as an 
unclassified graduate will depend 
upon justifiable needs and the ab- 
sence of viable alternative courses 
through extension. Permission of 
the Dean of Graduate Studies is re- 
quired for unclassified status ad- 
mission, 

A special application form is 
available at the Student Advising 
desk in the lobby of the Adminis- 
tration Building and may be sub- 
mitted to the Admissions Office in 
the same building between the 
hours of 8 a.m, and 5 p.m, 


Seniors graduating in January 
1970 will not be required to submit 
applications for graduate school if 
they intend to continue enrollment 
in the Spring 1970 semester. It is 
administratively impossible to in- 
stitute this policy change for 
January graduating seniors. 

Faculty advisors are requested 
to call this new policy to the 
attention of senior advisees, It is 
appropriate to announce this policy 
to upper division leve! classes and 
to post this memo on classroom 
bulletin boards. Thank you for your

SSC Community Info Center established 


The Associated Students of 
Sacramento State College an- 
nounces the establishment of a stu- 
dent-run Community information 
Center by its Board of Community 
Affairs. 

Ron P, Denault, an SSC senior 
majoring in social sciences, has 
been appointed Director of the 
Community Information Center, 
the purpose of which is to facili- 
tate a two-way flow of information 
about State College and the Sacra- 
mento Community. 

Dr. Otto Butz, in noting the es- 
tablishment of the Center, thank- 
ed the founders of the new program 
for their willingness to assist in 
the urgent task of developing better 
campus-community communica- 
tions and understanding and 
promised the Center the fullest 
possible cooperation and support of 
the College’s administration. 

Complementing the efforts of 
the newly-formed SSC Council of 
100, the Community Information 
Center will seek to interpret the 
college to the community and the 
community to the college from a 
student perspective through stu- 
dent-sponsored activities, Denault 
notes that the Community Infor ma- 
tion Center will be run exclusive- 
ly by students and that it will 
undertake a variety of projects in 
the spring semester. 


Two such projects have been 
listed by the Center: 


1. AnSSC student speakers service 
wil! facilitate the flow of infor- 
mation and seek to coordinate 
the multiple dimensions of the 
activities of student speakers, 
In no way will the Center limit 
independent activities, but rath- 
er will make a centralized coor- 
dination possible, The Center 
will put together a catalogue of 
students volunteering to join the 
speakers service. Interested 
community orgainzations will 
then be able to choose student- 
speakers by contacting the indi- 
viduals directly, The goal of the 
speakers service is to present 
students from all walks of life. 
In no instance will there be any 
censorship and anyone will be 
allowed to join, A variety of 
subjects will thus be available. 
Derault notes that ‘‘we hope to 
have student-athletes as part of 
the roster of speakers who 
might articulate the needs of 
SSC’s athletic program from a 
student perspective.’”’ Like- 
wise, students enrolled inSSC’s 
Ethnic Studies Program willal- 
so make up the roster as will 
members of New Right and New 
Left organizations,

ter is a ‘‘Campus Rap’’ to be 
held in May to which high school
